III. In the said regulations, for Regulation 6, the 
following regulation shall be substituted, namely •— 

“6. Definition of family 

The term "family” means an employee-^ wife 
or husband, as the case may be, residing 
with the employee, and legitimate childien 
and step cheldren residing witl\ and wholly 
dependent upon the employee. It includes 
in addition, paients, sistets, and minor bio- 
ihers, il residing with and wholly de¬ 
pendent upon the employee. Where the 
spouse of an employee is also employed 
in the Board's servicefState oi Central Gov¬ 
ernment departmentsjPuhlic Sector Undcr- 
takings|Corpor,itions]Autonomoiu Bodies 1 
Local Bodies etc, which provide Leave 
Travel Concession ticiiities, the claim tor 
the concession shall be prefcirecl by one of 
them only and not both and the concession 
shall be admissible to the familv on the 
scale admissible to the husband or wife, 
as tlie case may be.

(1) Not more than one wife is included in the 
term ‘iamily’ for the purposes of these > eguUnions. 

(2) An adopted child shall be considered lg be a 
legitima'e child if, under the peisonal Jaw of the 
employee, adopted is legally recognised as conferring 
on it the status of a natural child."

(3) for sub-iegulation (5), the following sub-ie-

" (5) The authority competent to sanction the 
concession shall maintain a register of home 
towns in respect of the employees undu his 
control ”

regulation shall be substituted, namely 

“(2) An employee or msmbeis of his]her family 
may avail of any concessional tetuin jomney 
tickets offered by the railwav anthoiities

sion, etc.) in conjunrfton with the leave 
travel concession. It will be permissible 
while utilising such a concessional tirkei to 
travel in any class, Ingliei or lower than 
the entitled class. In tub arses, both in 
respect ol journeys to I Lome Town' and 
‘any place in India', the amount reimburs¬ 
able shall be the fate fo, the shot test route 
between the heidqiuiteis and 'home 
town’"any place in India’, as the case may 
be, calculated on the basis of (lie a nces- 
sional fare charged.”

different classes of railway accommodation, 
for example, partly by second class to 
which he|she is entitled ami paitly by thiid 
class, the entitled class iate is admissible 
tor tile corresponding proportion ol the 
shortest or tile che ipest route and the 
lower class rate for the 1 cm.lining mileage 
by such route.” 

(1) for sub-regulation (7) , the following sub-re¬ 
gulation shall be substituted, namely 

“ (7) where an employee or hisdier family or 
both travel (s) by air or by road oi by stea¬ 
mer, between two places connected by i iii 
the Hoard’s assistance shall be limited to 
what would have been admissible had the 
employee or his]her tamily travelled by mil 
in the authorised class or the actual expens¬ 
es, whichever is less, hi the case ol ti nt el 
by mad, no assistance shall be. allowed lm 
journeys peiiormed by private cats, pii- 
vato chartered vehicles, vehicles taken on 
hire by private parties horn Tourism 
Development Corporations or State i'rans- 
5 >oit Corporation or Transport undertakings 
of hoctl llo'b'es and run on charter by stub 
private parlies and vehicles owned or 
borrowed or liited by tire employees of 
the Hoard [Government Servants. However. 
Board’s assistance shall be allowed in case 
the employee or any member of his liter 
family performs the journey by ptivate 
buses operating as regular transport service 
from point to point (as distinct from ptivate 
chartered buses) at regular intervals on 
fixed lare iates, w : tli the appioval oL ihc 
Regional Transport Authority [State Gov¬ 

ernments) concerned." 

VI. In the said regulations, in Regulation II, 

(1) for sub-regulation (]) excluding clau-.es 0) 
and (ii) , the following sub-regulation shill be sitb- 
stituted. namely 

"(1) The Board's assistance for jouvnevs bet¬ 
ween places which are not connected by 
rail shall be admissible to the employees as 
under ” 

(2) in sub-regulation (1), lor clause (i) exclud¬ 

ing sub-clauses (a) and (b), the following 
clause shall be substituted, namely 

" (1) for the journey wlrich is covered by a 
recognised public tiansport system operated 
by Tourism Development Corporations, 
State Transport Corpoprations and Trans¬ 
port servicer run by other Government or 
local bodies, the Board’s assistance shall be 
allowed on the basis of the fares actualN 
charged by such a system for the appro¬ 
priate class of accommodation.

The employee or liisjher family may travel by 
any route or halt anywhere on the wav to or 
from home town|any place in India, as the case 
may be, but the Board's assistance for the cost of 
railway fare between the Employee’s hta-hjuarfcrs 
and his|her home tnwn|pl3ue in India as the 
case may be, shall be limited to the fare, b\ the 
shortest route calculated on a ‘through’ ticket 
basis.” 
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VIII In the said Regulations, lor regulation 11

“11. Journeys nl weighted Mileage : — 

If for a part or for the entire Leave Tiavel fotn-

IX Tu the said regulation, in regulation If), tor 
sub-regulation (1) including illustration, the follow¬ 
ing sub-regulation and illustration shall he substitut¬ 
ed, namely 

"(1) Where an employee going to home town I 
any place in India on Leave pioceeds theiefrom on 
transfer to the new headqu.u tei s, hcblie mav be 
allowed as his] her minimum entitlement. Transfer 
Travelling Mlowance admissible under the rules. 
HelShe mav he allowed, in addition, leave travel 
concession nndei ihcsc lcgiilations. to the extent the 
distance from the old headquarters to the home 
town I anv place in India and fiom the home town] 
any place in India to the new head quaitcts ex¬ 
ceeds the total distance for which Transfer 
Travelling Allowance is admissible

If ‘A’ is the old headquaiteis, ‘IV home townjanv 
place in India and ‘C’ the new beadquarteis, the 
.entitlement of the employee on account of leave 
travel concession will be (distance AB plus distance 
BC) minus distance for which Transfer Travelling 
Allowance is admissible,”
